who assembled in Philadelphia 10 
chart the course of this new-born 
i^tlon knew that without a free 
press, all their hopes and aspira- 
tions for a. great government of, 
by and for the people would be In 
vain. Thus thev inserted a pro- 
vision in our fundamental law to 
insure urxcensored and unfettered 
medium of opinion. 


When America ceases to have 


a. free press and a free radio, 
America, will cease to be free. 


This freedom 
does, 
however, 


entail a grave responsibility. 
It 


imposes upon the press and radio 
an obligation to be fair, impartial 
and truthful in its dissemination. 
of news. Only by doing sc can we 
hope to maintain the system o:" 
government and of society'whicn 
has made America the mightiest 
empire of all time. 


We have seen what has hap- 


pened in other lands. When the 
usurpers of human rights 
ran 


amuck, they first seized the news- 
papers and the radio stations. 
They knew all too well that with- 
out complete control of these me- 
dia of expression their dictatorial 
ambitions would fail. They knew 
sJl too well that until thev con- 
trolled the press and the radio 
thev could never control the peo- 
pie.
